ARKANSAS 
OPENS DOORS 
TO DIVERS 


Spearfishing has been opened up ff 
to the members of our diving clan 
in another of the 50 states. Arkansas f 
has legalized the taking of non-game f} 
fish by spear. 

Slowly, but nevertheless’ surely, skin 
divers are being given the same priv- 
ileges in lakes, oceans and streams 
throughout our country as their (el- | 
low counterparts—the angler. 

The task is a hard one, but as each 
additional Fish and Game Comrnis- 
sion realizes that divers are usefu! to 
them in ridding areas of unwanted 
trash fish, the next step in placing 
the diver on the same plane as the 
angler will be forthcoming. 

Arkansas’ new laws regarding spear- 
ing are still restricted as the diver can 
only spear non-game fish in certain 
areas, between certain times. 

“The Commission has made it legal 
for anyone with a fishing license to 
take scaled, rough fish with a gig, 
longbow and/or spear, including the 
use of skin diving equipment, from the 
following lakes: Norfolk, Bull Shoals, 
Table Rock, Blue Mountain, Nimrod, 
Ouachita, Hamilton, Catherine, Gree- 
son, Conway and Harris Brake. The 
use of the above mentioned equip- 
ment is legal the year ’round, but is 
restricted to the hours between sunrise 
and sunset.” The above quote is from 
the Arkansas Game and Fish Commis- 
sion newsletter, ““Arkansas Outdoors.” 

Andrew Hulsey, chief of the Fish- 
eries Division, said in the newsletter, 
“if results from the plan prove favor- 
able, as expected, the Commission 
may later extend its coverage to other 
public waters.” ; 

Species included as non-game fish 
are carp, buffalo, grindle, gar, drum, 
redhorse and suckers. ~*

CHANGES IN CALIF. 
UNDERWATER RULES 


The December 3, 1959, meeting of the 
California Fish and Game Commission in 
Sacramento, California, saw several change 
made in the underwater regulations. Most 
of the changes are for fresh water diving 
and are favorable to the sport. 

One of the acts of *he Commission wa 
to repeal underwater spearfishing in Lak: 
Millerton, another was to open the taking 
of rock scallops in Del Norte and Humbold: 
counties while wearing scuba apparatus. 


An experimental underwater spearfishing 
area will be established in Kings River for 
rough fish (carp, squawfish, sucker and 
hardhead). The season will run fron 
August 1 through October 31 with the 
boundaries falling between the Bailey 
Bridge in Fresno County and the Squaw 
Creek Arm of Shasta Lake in Shastz 
County. 


A proposal by the McClellan Aqu: 
Knights to spearfish in parts of Cosumnes 
Bear, and American Rivers was approved 
with the understanding that any spear- 
fishing activity will be under the surveil- 
lance of the Department. Spearing in the 
four areas (consult the Department for 
locations and season) is being tried on an 
experimental basis to help rid the area of 
an over abundance of rough fish. >

PLAN DIVING WEEKEND 


Plans have been completed for the 
Penticton Skin Divers Dive In. to be 
held May 21-22 at Penticton, British 
Columbia, Canada. 


Registration will start at 9 a.m. 
Saturday at the booth located on 
Highway 97 at Skaha Lake about 
half mile from the city limits. Look 
for thé Divers Flag. The treasure 
hunt is slated to begin at 4 p.m. with 
skin divers allowed a twenty minute 
head start over scuba divers. Prizes 
will be awarded the winners. 


The day will close with a dance at 
9 p.m. Prizes to the treasure hunt 
winners will be awarded at the dance. 
The site of the dance is still unknown, 
but it looks as though it will be the 
biggest hall in town from the response 
to the diving weekend.

The latest color motion pictures from 
Captain Jacques-Yves Cousteau’s undersea 
expeditions will be presented to U.S. audi- 
ences each fall and winter by Owen Lee, 
an American diver with the Cousteau 
undersea group. Lee’s national tours will 
start this September. He will bring from 
the famous research ship Calypso exciting 
movies and first-person reports on Cous- 
teaus revolutionary new undersea equip- 
ment and projects. Audiences will see for 
the irst time the sensational diving saucer, 
a jet-propelled observation submarine, ca- 
pable of cruising a thousand feet down and 
carrying a two-man crew with viewing 
ports, electronic flash and movie cameras. 

Lee is a veteran of diving expeditions 
under the Atlantic, Mediterranean and 
Caribbean. He made three campaigns with 
treasure divers in Vigo Bay, Spain. He 
spends his summers with the Calypso diving 
team, directed by Albert Falco, and brings 
back motion picture reports in the fall. 

Throngs of underwater sportsmen viewed 
the diving saucer aboard the Calypso dur- 
ing her call in New York last September 
for the International Oceanographic Con- 
gress. Many of them attended Captain 
Cousteau’s film lecture in Town Hall, in 
which he contributed his services for the 
benefit of the family of a lost Long Island 
diver, Richard Ferg. The Long Island Dol- 
phins, Ferg’s diving club, reported that 
this “Evening of Undersea Adventure” 
netted more than $2000 for the cause. 
About three hundred people were turned 
away. 

Owen Lee will give his first season of 
Cousteau film reports from September 1960 
to May 1961. Underwater organizations

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ARIZONA DIVER 
ATTACKS WEEDS 
FOR STATE 


Another attempt by the Arizona 
Game and Fish Department to find a 
positive method of controlling exces- 
sive weed growth in Arizona’s lakes 
was carried out when Jack Murray, 
assistant law enforcement chief for the 
department, donned skin diving gear 
and tried out an entirely new concept 
in weed control operations. 

Murray, working with Fisheries Su- 
pervisor Dave Foster, placed a large 
sheet of black, polyethylene plastic 
directly over the tops of the weeds 
which characteristically plague fisher- 
men at Big Lake in eastern Arizona. 
The use of plastic sheets to control 
weeds and prevent life-giving light 
from reaching them is being tried on 
a 20xL00 foot experimental plot. 

After the plastic sheet was in place 
Murray, an experienced skin diver, 
located and salvaged three 30-gallon 
drums of sodium arsenate, a weed 
poison, in approximately 12 feet of 
water. The drums, weighing 360 
pounds apiece, were lost two years ago 
during a department weed control 
operation. 

The Game and Fish Department 
owns two sets of diving lungs and 
plans to acquire more equipment in 
the future. Several members are now 
being trained in the use of this equip- 
ment. > 


MORDEM OWNERS-SELLERS 
NEED WEAPONS PERMIT 
AND SERIAL NUMBERS 


An opinion handed down by Stanley 
Mosk, California Attorney General, will 
necessitate owners and sellers of the Mor. 
dem .38 caliber speargun to have a weapons 
permit and identifying numbers. 

Mosk stated that the Mordem is a fire- 
arm under the Dangerous Weapons Control 
law and if its barrel is less than 12 inc ies 
in length, it is a firearm “capable of being 
concealed upon the person.” 

“In order to carry such a weapon (w th 
a barrel of less than 12 inches) concea ed 
upon one’s person or concealed within : 
vehicle, it is necessary that a license to ca ry 
a concealed weapon be procured,’ Mosk 
stated. “It is also necessary that any per 
engaged in the business of selling or oth 
wise transferring such concealable weapuns 
procure a license to sell them and enter such 
sales in the authorized register of sale or 
transfer as well as forward the record of 
such sale to the Bureau of Criminal Ider ti- 
fication and Investigation and the local |.w 
enforcement authorities. The law requires 
that the serial number of the weapon be 
stated on both the application for a license 
to carry such a concealable weapon and te 
register of sale.” 

The guns now in retail outlet (without 
serial numbers) will be issued these nurn- 
bers upon request to the State Bureau. [n 
the future guns coming from the manufac- 
turer will have identifying numbers, «c 
cording to the California Attorney Gener

It contains some good in- 
formation for divers who have never been 
down in barracuda infested waters and who 
intend to do so. From the danger stand- 
point, I think his statement on not wearing 
bright metallic objects is very important. I 
don’t know why depth gauges, compasses, 
etc. are chrome plated. I’ve looked a long 
time for a depth gauge that I would not have 
to paint and have yet to find one. Maybe I’m 
over cautious but I don’t even wear bright 
swimming trunks and cover my wedding 
ring with a flesh colored piece of tape. For 
some reason I feel mighty insignificant and 
helpless when several large barracuda are 
around and as Mr. Straughan states, they’re 
fast and believe me, I don’t care how fast 
a diver thinks he is, he isn’t that fast so why 
take chances. 

On their very un-nerving mannerism of 
approaching a diver rapidly and snapping 
their jaws, they all seem to do this but stop

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short, sometimes within three or four feet, 
look the diver over then turn lazily and 
swim away. One can get in a shot as they 
turn if you have the nerve to pull the 
trigger. 


I’ve never had much trouble with bar- 
racuda circling me except when visibility 
was reduced (either by approaching dark- 
ness or sediment) and I usually stay out of 
the water at that time. As to swimming 
through large schools of barracuda, I have 
done this only out of necessity when they 
were between the boat and myself. I’ve 
found that by swimming slowly, keeping my 
arms at my sides and not getting nervous I 
can swim through schools of from fifty to a 
hundred fish (on estimate as I didn’t stop to 
count) without any trouble. Those ahead 
of me always moved to the side and let me 
pass unmolested. 


On spearing barracuda, I’ve only shot a 
few small ones and for two very good rea-

sons. First, a wounded barracuda can be- 
come very angry and I don’t want one tied 
to my gun with only twenty feet of strjng 
and second, some barracuda flesh is very 
poisonous, especially among larger fish. Al- 
though I’ve eaten some of the delicious 
meat of the smaller ones, I stay away from 
it if I can get grouper, snapper, or some of 
the other safe fish.

I have read your February issue of 
SDM, and the letter by Lorenzo Z. Fletcher, 
caught my attention and prompted me to 
write you. I am very surprised that he is 
using a 3/16 in. wet suit. Living in a coastal 
town we do not often dive in lakes, and I 
can readily understand that it is colder 
than our Pacific Ocean in winter, but it 
does reach 38 degrees at one foot under- 
water, and as low as 35 degrees at 40 to 50 
feet under. In our area over 90% of the 
divers have thrown away the dry suit and 
bought the wet suit in % in. yellow or black 
(recently the yellow has become the more 
popular, and divers using it claim it warmer 
than black) and most of us wear only this, 
the year around. Some of the divers have 
found that a T shirt under the suit givis 
added warmth, but I personally have not 
found this to be so. On a dive recently I 
suffered discomfort due to the cold 
and determined to do something about it. 
After trying several suggestions I was in- 
formed that one of our diving shops was 
selling a vest of 3/16 in. black neoprene to 
wear under the suit for added protection. 
The vest was a pull on with no sleeves, and 
my diving suit has a zipper which allows a 
small amount of water to enter, but I liked 
the convenience of the zipper and did not 
wish to do away with it. I want Lorenzo to 
know that while my friends were leaving 
the water after two hours I was ready for 
another two hours without the slightest dis- 
comfort.

I knew what he was 
going to say. He took his time exhaling the smoke, his 
eyes sharpening in the round face, “Ahhhh, just think, 
Morgan. Warm water, big surf, dolls on the beach 
I'll be taking off in just a few hours.” 

I puted my jacket tighter about my neck and reached 
to make sure my ears were covered by my hat. For thre 
days he had been on my back, and there was no escape 
on this little boat. During the day I could get under- 
water, but the cold water didn’t help me forget. 

“For the last time, John: I am not going surfing this 
winter in Hawaii!” I said. He only grinned and replaced 
the cigar. 

Actually, we had a very pleasant flight. When the door 
opened, warm tropical air rushed into the airplane. I felt 
at home again. Those carefree days of surfing had re- 
turned. The beachbum in me returned. I loosened my 
tie, jammed on my old Tahiti hat and followed John 
out into the Hawaiian night. 

A gang of surfers pressed at the fence yelling, “Ov 
here, John! Hey, over here !” 

“Who’s that with him? It looks like 

“Jeeez, it is... Morgan.” 


No, it can’t be.” 


All this was followed by a round of cursing oaths, 
which made me feel warm inside: I was being welcomed 
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back into the surfing fold. A couple of gals cornered 
John and were giving him the Hawaiian welcome, com- 
plete with leis and kisses. Tom Carlin was not to be 
caught short. With great dignity he stepped up to me 
asking, “How the hell did you take time out from diving 
to come surfing?” Then he hung a lei about my neck— 
a paper one I might add, one of those kind available 
in most rest rooms. We all had a good laugh and drove 
to the yacht basin. There, I rounded up Ramsey Parks, 
whom I hadn’t seen for several months, and we headed 
for the night spots of Waikiki, gals in tow. 

It’s a good life, this surfing. In recent years the pop- 
ularity of the sport has increased at a fantastic rate, 
probably due to improvements in surfboards. One of 
the high points in a surfer’s life is a trip to Hawaii to 
ride the big surf. These adventurous surfers are usually 
short of money and, as a result, live a meager existence 
to follow the surf. Often times the surfers become good 
underwater spearfishermen due to hunger. I followed 
the usual pattern and, soon after my arrival, bought 
an old jalopy and headed out to the surfing grounds. 

I met an old friend, Buzzy Trent, at Makaha one day. 
He has been living in Hawaii for several years now. 
Originally he was from California, but the surf captured 


his life, and he stayed on in the Islands to ride the § 


“hig ones.” 

He was preparing for the winter season and invited 
me to join him in searching out and riding the big waves. 
We, along with Byron Kough, another California surfer, 


rented a house at Sunset Beach, one of the powerhouse 
surf spots. 

The first thing I learned was that big waves require 
a special type of surfboard. My nine and one half feet 
long board would not do the job. It was too slow when 
paddling to catch the big, fast moving waves. So, I 
had to go through the painful job of having a special 
board made. Most surfboard builders in Hawaii are 
there to ride the surf and do not like to work during 
their stay. 

Then, I found that two La Jolla surfers, Pat Curren 
and Al Nelson were in town. There was just the pos- 
sibility that they were starving, in which case I might 
bribe them into doing the work. 

I drove out to their encampment at Haleiwa, where 
the motley La Jolla surfers were living in an old railroad 
station. The yard adjoining the building looked as if a 
six car collision had just taken place. Actually it was 
just a collection of surfers’ cars, and the bodies were 
only the sleeping owners. 

I added my wreck to the scene and found Pat Curren 
squatting over a bubbling pot of beans. Good. If he was 
down to beans, his money was low. I got down to busi- 
ness. We agreed on the deal and I advanced him the 
money for buying the balsa wood. Eight bearded faces 
leaned forward as the green bills passed hands. The 
word spread. The bodies strewn about the cars became 
alive.

S THIS SUMMER opened, a ten- 
© Sedbewer 4 boy in Southern Ontario 
drowned. He was underwater for five 
minutes. When he was pulled from the 
water, a nurse-in-training began apply- 
ing artificial respiration. This was con- 
tinued for half an hour, at which time 
the local coroner arrived, and pro- 
nounced the boy dead. 

This sort of thing is seen in news- 
papers all across the country through- 
out the summer, and it leaves many 
physicians who know that drowning 
victims have been revived after being 
underwater for as much as half an 
hour, and after as much as 12 hours 
of artificial respiration, wondering 
whether the boy mentioned in the 
opening story and many others like 
him might still be alive today if the 
resuscitation had been continued |or 
a longer period of time. 

Some years ago, before World War 
II, the Health League of Canada he- 
came interested in this matter of 
drowning. What was actually meant 
by the term “drowned”? Up to this 
time a person was supposedly drowned 
through having his lungs filled with 
water. 

Autopsies gradually revealed that 
most drowning victims had very little 
or no water in the lungs at all. The late 
Sir Frederick Banting became inter- 
ested, and was an actual member of the 
Committee on Artificial Respiration of 
the Health League of Canada. While 
holding this position, he experimented 
with rats, mice and rabbits to find out 
more of the mechanism of drowning. 

He discovered that putting 100 c.c. 
(4 cups) of water directly into a rab- 
bit’s lungs had no adverse effect upon 
the animal, and it continued to hop 
about the laboratory in a carefree 
manner. However, only 5 c.c.’s of 
water placed directly upon the larynx 
produced instant death through suf- 
focation. 

Thus, it was revealed that many per- 
sons apparently drowned did not 
drown at all, but died through suffoca- 
tion, brought on by laryngeal spasm. 
Dr. Banting was endeavouring to per- 
fect an instrument which would open 
the closed passage when he died dur- 
ing the last war. 

That is one aspect of the question of 
drowning. The other aspect is that of 
continued artificial respiration. On 
record are cases of a drowning victim 
being pronounced dead by physician 
or coroner, while life may still be there. 
There is a logical, if tragic, explanation 
for this. A drowning victim will, in 
many cases, give every medical symp- 
tom of death except rigor mortis. 
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There will be no eye reflex, no heart 
beat, and no evidence of breathing. 

However, Banting also discovered 
that a kind of state of suspended ani- 
mation could exist. The heart went 
into a state of fibrillation, or a soft, 
rapid flutter, which indeed cannot be 
detected even with a stethoscope. This 
can be detected through the use of an 
electrocardiograph. 

On the basis of these findings, the 
Health League of Canada, in company 
with the Canadian Red Cross and the 
St. John Ambulance Association, ad- 
vocate that artificial respiration be 
started at once, continued without ces- 
sation, even in ambulance on the way 
to hospital, and kept up for at least 
four ‘hours, or until rigor mortis, an 
unmistakable sign of death, sets in. 

Here, for the record, are some actual 
case histories of persons revived from 
drowning, some of whom were pro- 
nounced dead not once, but several 
times by attending physicians, through 
no fault of their own but through lack 
of knowledge: (Names have been 
changed to avoid embarrassment to 
those involved. ) 

Case No. 1—Half a century ago in 
the little northern Ontario town of 
White River, an eight-year-old girl by 
the name of Lousie Kirby tumbled into 
the river as a Dominion Day picnic was 
in progress. The clamor that arose 
from her playmates attracted the at- 
tention of a man on the other side of 
the river. 

He dived into the water, fully 
clothed and swam across to the scene 
of the accident. He had to dive re- 
peatedly into 16 feet of water before 
he managed to locate the youngster’s 
body, which was clad in a bright red 
dress. After more than half an hour he 
found her, and pulled her to shore— 
unconscious, presumed drowned. 

The man, the late Cyrus Jones, 
of Sudbury, set to work at once, 
applying artificial respiration. He and 
the girl’s father and another man kept 
it up for four hours. At the end of that 
time, they were tired and discouraged, 
and wanted to call it quits. Not so Mr. 
Jones, who kept them at it for another 
full four hours before there was any 
outward sign of life. 

At the end of eight hours, little 
Louise Kirby drew her first breath ; 
but the crew had to keep up their work 
for yet another four hours before she 
was breathing regularly without aid.

The youngster came around, and 
afterwards was none the worse for her 
experience. She grew up and married, 
and is now Mrs. James Jackson, still 
living in White River, Ontario. 
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Mr. Jones was awarded a bronze 
medal for saving her life ; and as long 
as he lived, he remained an ardent 
crusader for the prolonged application 
of artificial respiration—regardless of 
all outward signs that no spark of life 
exists in the body of the drowning vic- 
tim. 
* * # 

Case No. 2—Two girls fell out of a 
canoe. One girl was rescued immedi- 
ately, the other girl was taken out of 
the water after a long time. When 
taken to shore, she was blue and there 
were no signs of life. A doctor pro- 
nounced her dead. Some friends who 
were present undertook artificial res- 
piration and she was finally brought 
around. There are no accurate details 
to this case. 

* * * 

Case No. 3—Dr. ... of Peterborough 
states that he was present when a man 
was brought out of the water after 
having been completely submerged for 
twenty or twenty-five minutes. Artifi- 
cial respiration was undertaken and 
the man revived. 

* * * 

Case No. 4—The U.S. Coast Guard 
reported a case which occurred on July 
4, 1906 in the State of Rhode Island. 
The victim was reported to have been 
underwater from 32 to 35 minutes. 
The report states that the first signs of 
life were observed after an hour and 
twenty minutes’ work. 

* * # 


Case No. 5—In Frank, Alberta, a 
toddler was submerged in a large wash- 
tub full of water for at least half an 
hour. The mother grasped the tiny 
body and ran screaming out of the 
front gate with him in her arms. 

An ice-cream vendor and his four- 
teen-year-old son were in the vicinity 
and commenced artificial respiration. 
Soon after, a doctor arrived and told 
the vendor that hope was past and the 
child was dead. The man paid no at- 
tention and commenced artificial res- 
piration again as soon as the doctor 
had gone. 

A second time, and yet a third time 
the doctor came and made the same 
pronouncement, yet the man and the 
neighboring women persisted. After 
eight hours of artificial respiration, the 
child began to breathe. The next morn- 
ing, he was standing up in his crib 
crying for his bottle. 

The child survived, and latest re- 
ports state he is working as an engi- 
neer with the CNR. 


* * * 


Some tragic occurrences take place 
due to ignorance of drowning. Some 
episodes, taken from Canadian news- 
papers would be laughable, if a human 
life had not been at stake in each case. 


This was taken from an editorial 
from an Ontario newspaper some years 
ago. 

“There is the most urgent need of 
an aggressive campaign of this nature 
in the North, where every year pre- 
ventable losses of life by drowning oc- 
cur. You may note that I refer in the 
editorial to a case of a young girl 
drowned here several years ago. When 
the alarm was raised, a large crowd 
gathered, while dragging operations 
proceeded until she was soon brought 
out of the water; and it is a fact that 
the undertaker had meanwhile been 
sent for and he forthwith put the body 
of this fine girl in his basket and took 
her away. 

The son of . . . working in a bush 
camp north of here went out in a 
canoe with a companion, both of them 
unversed in watercraft, and one of 
them a non-swimmer. 

Leaving out for you what will be 
non-essential, the one lad was drowned 
after the canoe was upset. The alarm 
was sent into town for a doctor to go 
up by speeder. Meanwhile, the men in 
that camp sought the body and re- 
covered it. 

Incredible as it seems, they were ob- 
sessed by the notion that the body 
should not be handled until the doctor 
arrived, so they tied a rope to the body 
and left it in the water until the doctor 
came. 

It is horrible to think that ignorance 
would go that far; that any group of 
Canadians would not set out to at- 
tempt some restorative method, how- 
ever crude...” 

These are only a few cases taken 
from Health League files. There are 
many more. A glance at the morning’s 
newspaper after a holiday weekend 
will provide the reader with many, 
many more. The reader will see resus- 
citation efforts given up after an hour, 
or even half an hour. 


Mouth to mouth artificial respira- 
tion has been receiving some comment 
nowadays, in addition to the estab- 
lished Holger-Nielsen and Schaefer 
methods. Some attention is being given 
to a new device, which may make it 
possible for the layman to overcome 
the laryngeal spasm which is a prime 
factor in many deaths by drowning. 


It is essential that besides learning 
the fundamentals of water safety, all 
should learn the methods of artificial 
respiration, and once learned, when 
necessary apply them for at least a 
four hour minimum, or until rigor 
mortis sets in. 


This may prevent some unnecessary 
deaths this summer. It may even pre- 
vent such a tragedy from occurring

Mariner Seaplane was dragged 
from the fury of a Southwest gale into 
the lee of Chicago’s “Navy Pier” .. . 
the hull was ripped, having been blown 
against a breakwater . .. her right pon- 
toon was torn away and the water 
came pouring in. . . with 2500 gallons 
of high octane gas aboard, she nestled 
against the city’s largest waterfront 
structure and sank on an angle, in 
thirty feet of water, with one wing 
thrust in the air. 


A swarm of divers, representing 
many groups and clubs, descended on 
the scene. Some were merely curious, 
others hungry for a chance of raising 
the wreck. A club, the “Chicago Frog- 
men,” was signed for the job. At dawn 
the following day the Frogmen’s boat 
“Atlantis” with four divers on board, 
Al O’Niel, Chuck Sopchak, Ed Morlan 
and Bob Bingham, arrived and opera- 
tions began. 

The first task was to remove loose 
debris from the inside, and to cut away 
the guy wires and cables that threat- 
ened the divers. The water was icy 
cold. The divers, working in pairs, con- 
sumed the first day performing this 
job. Meanwhile, fearing an explosion, 
the Mayor’s office declared a “State of 
Emergency.” The fire boat “Joseph 
Medill,” several fire trucks, two police 
boats, two Coast Guard boats, and 
countless policemen arrived. 

The area was restricted. With the 
number of personnel that descended 
on the “Pier,” it looked as if war was 


about to be declared. It was decided 
that lifting bags were needed, but ap- 
parently there were none available in 
the entire Midwest. Miles of red tape, 
and many phone calls later, through 
the efforts of the Mayor’s office, Glen- 
view Naval Air Station agreed to furn- 
ish the bags. While awaiting their ce- 
livery, two five-man life rafts were 
dragged into the fuselage and inflated. 
But because of the interior construc- 
tion of the plane, these were soon re- 
duced to shreds. 

The next day four square black rub- 
ber bags, each capable of lifting 12 
tons arrived, complete with a compr:'s- 
sor. These should do the job. Air, 
trapped inside, made it impossible to 
sink the bags and there was no way of 
bleeding them. A rope was passed un- 
der the wing and up to the pier. The 
bags were then pulled into position he- 
tween the engines and the fuselage. 

The work of lashing them down 
went on by flood and radar light as 
darkness approached. Gasoline was 
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leaking from the tanks. The fumes 
were strong and sickening. No smok- 
ing, please! Each diver had used at 
least six tanks of air that day, some 
more. All were chilled, had headaches 
and were nearing exhaustion. At this 
time, a new compressor much heavier 
and larger, was brought up to replace 
the Navy one, which had failed. 

\s air was forced into the bags the 
plane shook and broke loose from the 
mud. A cheer went up and just as sud- 
denly died, as the bag tore away from 
the left wing and popped to the sur- 
face. The grommets had ripped out— 
the bag was rotten. The plane returned 
to the bottom. 

Another bag was wrestled into the 
water and by midnight was in place. 
But no one had the strength left to dive 
down and tie it. At this point Al 
O’Niel called a group of veteran div- 
ers, the “Chicago Submariners” on the 
phone. Luckily, the Submariners were 
assembled for their weekly diving 
classes and though tired, quickly ar- 
rived with full diving gear. There was 
Vern Pedersen, Don Spiering, Frank 
Lang and Clarence Narbut, just a few 
0 the divers that were soon in the 
water. With fresh manpower, the work 
went rapidly. 

Soon the compressor’s chug gave 
noisy evidence of an inflating bag. 
Once again the plane quivered and a 
cheer went up. Again a bag popped to 
the surface and the cheer became a 
choke. The grommets had _ ripped 
again. It was near dawn when a coun- 
cil of war was called, everyone was 
beat. Best to get home, for it was Fri- 
day morning and everybody had to go 
to work. It was decided to get a fresh 
start again early Saturday. 

On Saturday morning the Atlantis 
appeared, loaded with eager Subma- 
riners and Frogmen. Dr. Ray Marcus 
of the Frogmen, and Pat Delaney and 
Ann Frame both independents, were 
the only new divers. ‘Teams were ap- 
pointed to various chores and again the 
bags were dragged to the plane and 
pulled under. This time a new way of 
lashing had been devised and everyone 
was confident of success. About this 
time Ray Sanborne, Carl Liss and sev- 
eral more of the Submariners arrived. 
Along with them were Nancy and Mrs. 
Narbut, who began serving coffee to 
the divers, as they came out of the 
water. 

There was equipment everywhere. 
Tom Cassin was wandering about 
hunting for his snorkel, the third he 
had lost. When this job was over, a 
club dive would have to be made to re- 
trieve the equipment lost on the bot- 
tom. The mayor’s office had issued an 
ultimatum. Either the plane was out of 
the water by midnight Sunday or the 
city would take over and condemn it. 
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Divers swarm all over the giant soggy air bird with flotation bags, inner tubes and rafts during 
one of the brief moments it was on the surface. Below, the plane is under tow to the beach...

Stanley Layne, the plane’s owner, was 
upset by this as were all the divers. As 
far as anyone knew, this would be the 
largest aircraft ever raised by skin div- 
ers, and would make some good tall 
tales next winter. 

All good sea stories say a storm is 
sure to break at the crucial moment, 
on a salvage job, but strangely the sun 
was warm and Lake Michigan re- 
mained smooth. It was a lucky day. 
Everyone felt it. This time things 
would be different. The air compressor 
coughed and started filling the bags, 
nothing happened at first, then as the 
bags enlarged the plane heaved and 
started to rise. The radar dome broke 
water and there she was, riding on the 
surface, the cockpit completely ex- 
posed. 


A PBM has a wingspread of 118 
feet, is 80 feet long and stands 25 feet 
high. It looked like some monstrous 
creature out of the dark past, as the 
water spewed from its interior. The 
firemen began unwinding their hose 
to pump the water from the hull and 
divers were busy closing hatches and 
sealing leaks. 

A diver pointed to the left wing 
where a black bag was slowly creep- 
ing into view. It was breaking free 
again. The firemen worked frantically 
to get the hose into the plane and start 
pumping. For a few moments it looked 
as though they would make it. Sud- 
denly there was a loud explosion and 
divers scattered like frightened birds.

Y FIRST KNOWLEDGE of this 
spring came from a friend in 
Jacksonville who had been there once 
on a fishing trip. At the time I was 
very interested, and wrote down his 
directions for finding the place. About 
a year later, several weeks ago, I 
finally had an opportunity to begin 
the exploration. Gene Vezzani, my 
good friend and diving buddy, and I 
loaded all of our scuba equipment, 
cameras, camping gear, etc., and 
headed for Florida. 

best_Spring is in the interior of 
lorida~and before we finally 
found its location ad decided that 
we were more lost than the spring! 
The spring is at least two tortuous 
miles from the nearest road which 
meant that we had to carry hundreds 
of pounds of equipment through the 
swamps and over rough terrain. 

The next morning, after a hearty 
breakfast, we put on wet suits, fins, 
masks, and snorkels and entered the 


. : , water. Since the spring is surrounded 
Skeltons Found in Cave Dwellings by cypress swamps the water is very 


murky out to about 50 feet from shore. 
270 feet below the Surface At this point the water becomes much 
clearer and after ten more feet the 


water is crystal clear and loaded with 
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big fish. Our first view of the crater 
formed by the spring was truly breath- 
taking. We both wore depth gauges 
and took turns skin diving down to the 
entrance to the cave which is 70 feet 
down and about 80 feet out from our 
campsite on shore. We soon returned 
to the shore to prepare for some deep 
water exploration. 

At noon we put on our diving gear 
which included navy double tank 
lungs, suits, masks, fins, knives, under- 
water watches, depth gauges, large 
underwater lights, and spare flash- 
lights for emergency use. We secured 
two single tank lungs to an inner tube 
to which was tied one end of a 500-foot 
nylon safety line. 

Gene and I dropped down to the 
opening at 70 feet very quickly and 
tied the safety line securely to a lime- 
stone spur. We turned on our lights 
and, with our spool of safety line in 
hand, entered the cave. I find it very 
dificult to describe the sensation I 
feel in being the first to explore a 
strange underwater cave. The chal- 
I nge is quite awesome and apt to be 
somewhat frightening, but the goal of 
a lventure always seems to overcome 
the fear of unknown hazards. I might 
add that the knowledge that my 
buddy, Gene Vezzani., is an exception- 
ally good and safe diver always gives 
me a secure feeling. Good diving bud- 
dies are as close underwater as if they 
were blood brothers. At great depths, 
particularly in underwater caves. the 
slightest mistake or equipment failure 
could make either diver entirely de- 
pendent on the other to save his life. 
I never dive to 200-foot depths with- 
out a safe dependable partner and I’m 
sure that Gene agrees with my think- 
ing on underwater safety. 

The cave entrance is fairly large and 


the main corridor angles downward at 


about thirty degrees. We followed this 
tunnel for about 100 feet at which 
point we found ourselves in a large 
room. The depth here is about 130 feet 
and it was in this cave that we both 
became aware of large stalagmites on 
the floor of the room. Of course our 
curiosity led our attention 40 feet up 
to the irregular ceiling from which 
hung many stalactites, some of them 
quite large. Our excitement at this de- 
velopment is easily explained. These 
caves were originally formed several 
hundred thousand years ago as an 
underground river forced its way to 
the surface. During the passage of 
thousands of years the water flow had 
eroded these large tunnels and rooms 
out of the sandstone, limestone and 
ock. Then one day, perhaps as a re- 
sult of earth tremors, a deep cave-in 
closed off the water supply and Lost 
Spring became a dry cave. It must 
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have remained dry for many more 
thousands of years in order to allow 
time for the formation of the stalac- 
tites and stalagmites. The caves could 
even have been inhabited during the 
dry eras but finally the deep passages 
opened and Lost Spring flowed again. 

Gene and I wasted very little time 
in exploring room #1, at this time, 
preferring to explore to at least 200 
feet of depth or 500 feet of safety line, 
whichever limit came first. Of the 
several corridors leading from room 
+1 we chose the largest, which angles 
down at about 45 degrees to another 
room with a solid floor at exactly 200 
feet. Room #2 is almost as large as 
room #1, and has many large stalac- 
tites and stalagmites. We swam into a 
school of very large, bright blue cat- 
fish of a type I had seen, down deep, 
before. These fish seemed to ignore our 
lights even though they have very 
large eyes. My theory is that these fish 
live only in the deep springs and un- 
derground rivers, in complete dark- 
ness, and that their eyesight has 
atrophied from not being used. 

Room #2 proved most interesting 
with our first important find. I saw 
something protruding from a sand 
pocket which I recognized as a bone. 
To my dismay the bone practically dis- 
integrated in my hands when I re- 
moved it from the sand. Our time for 
exploration was about over when Gene 
and I met and shared another find. 
This one was a niche in cne wall in 
which was an almost complete human 
skeleton; these bones were also like 
chalk and crumbled in our hands. We 
had been so engrossed with finding the 
skeleton that we hadn’t checked the 
time. I looked at my diving watch and 
saw that we were five minutes over- 
time! I had already tied our safety 
line, and the over half-empty spool to 
a stalagmite and Gene interpreted my 
“thumbs up” signal as we beat a hasty 
retreat for the surface. 


We stopped, after clearing the cave

entrance, at 20 feet for 23 minutes of 
decompression. At the end of this stop 
we rose to 10 feet for the 37-minute 
wait before we could surface. 

We had both already switched to 
our reserve air supply, and after about 
ten minutes we surfaced for just long 
enough to get the two spare lungs we 
had previously lashed to our float. We 
then dropped back to ten feet and 
transferred our breathing to our spare 
tanks and finished our decompression 
without incident. 

During the first stage of our decom- 
pression we watched a 10-foot alligator 
cruise along above us. This was the 
only ’gator that we saw above the 
spring, but we saw others in the 
swamps surrounding it. 

Obviously the rest of Saturday was 
consumed in excited conversation 
about our dive and plans for our Sun- 
day dives. Saturday night was a time 
for mild celebration and a few beers 
before we bedded down for a very 
satisfying night’s sleep. 

Sunday morning we equipped our- 
selves for an early dive using single 
tanks. We lashed the same spare lungs 
to our float that we had used on 
Saturday, since they were still three- 
quarters full of air. We started this 
dive at 9 a.m. and Gene and I swam 
straight to room #1. We covered this 
room pretty thoroughly in the 18 min- 
utes that we had allotted ourselves. We 
found several logs that seemed to have 
been partly burned in some prehistoric 
camp fire, and several well preserved 
bones. The most interesting of these is 
a human skull which is obviously very 
old.

In this article we 
would like to scuba tanks, 
which we will call “high pressure cyl- 
inders” (HP cylinders).

one probably wouldn't think of the 
many processes required to make them 
or of the laws governing their han- 
dling and Most 
do know. however, that the high pres- 


distribution. divers 
sure cylinder must be made. strong 
to withstand the 2000 to 3000 PSI air 
pressure it contains. 

Let’s take a little closer look and 
see just how strong our HP cylinder 
must be. The HP cylinder filled to 
2015 lbs. per sq. in. gauge (PSIG) 
has 2000 lIbs.. or one ton, of force 
acting on every square inch of inside 
cylinder surface: this force is trying 
to burst through the wall to the out- 
side. One might say the total force 
acting on the cylinder as a whole 
would be 2000 Ibs. times the number 
of square inches of inside cylinder 
surface. For the standard “seventy” 
this would be approximately 866,640 
lbs. or 433.3 tons of total force. This 
much force, if harnessed and released 
all at once, would be sufficient to lift 
four medium sized 100 ton steam loco- 
motives one inch high. A few of the 
materials of which HP cylinders are 
made are plain carbon steel, manga- 
nese steel, and chrome-moly steels. 
Also some European manufacturers 
have started using aluminum-magne- 
sium alloys. 

In this country HP cylinders are 
made chiefly by two different proc- 
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esses. In one process, called the spun 
method, the manufacturer begins with 
a seamless steel tube of the same out- 
side diameter as the finished cylinder. 
The ends of this tube are heated to 
plasticity and simultaneously spun in 
a special machine, which forms the 
neck and bottom of the cylinder in 
much the same manner that the early 
Indian used to form clay pots and jars 
with his foot-operated potter’s wheel. 

The other process is called the hot 
drawn method, in which a solid billet 
of hot steel is put into a_ piercing 
press and pressed out to a thick-walled 
half cylinder. This half cvlinder is 
then put into a drawing die and 
drawn out to its full cylinder length. 
Finally, the upper part and neck of 
the cylinder are spun on. These cyl- 
inders are usually easy to recognize 
because the die marks. running from 
the top to the bottom of the cylinder, 
are generally quite visible. 

After the initial forming of the cyl- 
inder the completing processes are 
very much the same. Due to the heat- 
ing. bending. pulling. and squeezing 
of the metal great internal 
have been created. To eliminate these 
stresses, the cylinders are subjected to 
a process called stress relieving or

In the hydrostatic test prescribe 
for HP cylinders by the Interstat 
(ICC) an 
the Compressed Gas Association, 
water-filled HP cylinder is complete); 


Commerce Commission 
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submerged in a water-filled test vessel. 
Connected into the side of the test 
vessel is a hose that leads to a burette 
gauge, which is nothing more than a 
glass tube about 20 to 30 inches long 
and approximately 1/2” in diameter, 
yarving according to the size of the 
test vessel. This gauge is calibrated in 
cubic centimeters (c.c.’s). By means of 
a high pressure water pump the water 
in the HP cylinder is brought up to 
a pressure of 5/3 times the working 
pressure stamped on the HP cylinder 
and held there for a minimum of 
thirty seconds. For example, the stand- 
ard test pressure on an [CC3AA2150 
HP cylinder would be 3585 PSIG. 
One HP cylinder out of every 500 
js tested to destruction; that is, the 
test pressure is brought up to 6000 
PSIG. 

Let’s take a close look and see what 
actually happens. At our peak test 
pressure the wall of the HP cylinder 
has expanded all it is going to ex- 
pand at that pressure. Expansion of 
the HP cylinder wall causes the water 
in the test vessel to move up into our 
bi rette gauge, where we can now 
measure in c.c.’s the amount of water 
the expanded HP cylinder wall is dis- 
placing. We take this reading and let 
the pressure off the HP cylinder, 


whose wall contracts, allowing the 


= 


water in our burette gauge to recede 
in direct proportion to the amount of 
the cylinder wall’s contraction. We 
now take this reading, which will tell 
us whether or not we have caused any 
permanent expansion in the HP cyl- 
inder wall. If this indicated permanent 
expansion is more than 10% of the 
total expansion (reading on burette 
gauge when HP cylinder was under 
full test pressure), then the cylinder 
is unusable. 

For example, suppose our first read- 
ing on the burette gauge was 00 c.c. 
Upon subjecting the HP cylinder to 
full test pressure, the second reading 
was 100 c.c. Then we let the test pres- 
sure off, and our third burette reading 
was 8 c.c. Thus we had permanently 
expanded the HP cylinder 8 c.c., 
which is only 8% of the total expan- 
sion. If the last reading had been 11 
c.c., indicating a permanent expan- 
sion of 11%, then the HP cylinder 
would have been unusable. 


Every time your HP cylinder is 
charged, the wall of the cylinder ex- 
pands; likewise when the HP cyl- 
inder is emptied, the wall contracts. 
HP cylinder walls are just as elastic 
as rubber, but, of course, steel doesn’t 
have the elongation factor that rubber 
has. Or it could be said the HP cyl- 
inder walls are just as elastic as some 
of the fish tales told after a three-day 
spearfishing jaunt! 
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If the wall of our HP cylinder is 
expanded and contracted repeatedly, 
then another factor involved is “fa- 
tigue.” All of us know what fatigue 
is—how one feels after ten straight 
hours of spearfishing. Or probably to 
better illustrate our point, consider 
bending back and forth the lid of a 
34 open can until the lid completely 
fractures and separates. Fatigue occurs 
just before the lid fractures, at a point 
when all the spring has been taken 
out of the metal. 

Fatigue possibility is one of the main 
reasons the ICC recommends that HP 
cylinders be tested every five years; 
the ICC figures that under the worst 
possible service HP cylinder would last 
longer than five years before fatigue 
became apparent. We would like to 
add, however, that at the time the 
ICC passed this regulation there were 
no skin divers around using HP cyl- 
inders in salt water. We have seen 
HP cylinders less than three years old 
develop pin hole leaks due to cylinder 
wall rusting. the corrosion beginning 
on the inside of the cylinder and 
working its way through te the out- 
side. Salt water will seep inside the 
HP cylinder between the regulator 
and the “O” ring seal if a diver leaves 
his empty tank block in the water 
with the cylinder valve open. When 
the HP tank cylinder is empty. there 
is not enough pressure to make the 
“CQ” ring seal against the regulator. 

We noticed the worst offenders of 
pin hole corroding were galvanized 
cylinders because of salt water break- 
ing through the galvanized coating 
and speeding up the electrolytic ac- 
tion, which in turn increased rusting. 
There is more electrolytic action with 
galvanized HP cylinders than with 
plastic-coated or painted HP cx'in- 
ders, especially in salt water. In the 
regular tank block there are the zinc- 
coated steel HP cylinder, which is 
anodic (corroded member), and the 
cadmium-plated brass valve and regu- 
lator housings, which are cathodic 
(uncorroded member) ; we now have 
our galvanic circuit. It would be im- 
practical to eliminate all electrolytic 
action, since an outside source of elec- 
trical energy would be required. We 
can, however, transpose the electro- 
lytic action to another anodic metal, 
such as a small strip of magnesium 
wound around the neck of our HP 
cylinder. Aluminum tank block bands 
would also make good anodic material. 

One of the biggest dangers of HP 
cylinder failure is fatigue caused by 
corrosion. A problem in prevention of 
corrosion is the storing of the HP cyl- 
inder. If the HP cylinder is stored in 
a horizontal or lying down position,

During the last couple of years I 
have made several diving trips to La 
Paz, Baja California, Mexico. On one 
of these trips I had the good fortune 
to run into Dick Adcock who had 
just started up a skin diving business. 
Dick, a Californian, and his wife Mary 
Lou, have converted a Navy landing 
craft into one of the most practical 
skin diving boats I have ever seen. 
Fabulous diving can be had by the 
experts, and rank amateurs will find 
it just as exciting snorkeling around 
the calm clear waters abounding in 
smaller fish life 

On one trip, while chasing a 500 Ib. 
Mero I had speared, we came across 
a very small isolated reef. The Mero 
is a story in itself, but since it even- 
tually left for parts unknown, I will 
let it end like most big fish stories. 
The reef, however, was the find of 
the year. It was about 80 feet long 
and 30 feet wide, and dropped from 
110 feet on the shallow side to 130 
feet on the deep side. I have never 
seen so many big fish concentrated 
in such a small area in my life— 
Marineland of the Pacific included. 
There were numerous Mero 200 to 
400 Ibs., at least 50 Red Snapper up 
to 80 lbs., and occasional 120 Ibs. Pez 
Fuerte curiously nosing around us. We 
marked the returned for 
many wonderful dives before I had

I was able to return to La Paz again 
and was pleased to find that Dick had 
set up a houseboat at Espiritu Santo 
Island as a home base of operations. 
We lived on the houseboat, and took 
daily trips out to the fabulous diving 
waters that surround the Island. 

I was naturally very anxious to go 
diving on “big fish reef” again, and 
we headed that way on the first op- 
portunity. Dick had not been there 
since | left the before. and 
neither one of us was very sure of the 


year 


exact location. With vague memories 
as to its whereabouts we started down 
into the depths. The deeper we got 
the clearer the water became. Nor- 
mally the planketon becomes thicker 
as you go deeper. At 140 feet there was 
practically no light, and we had the 
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feeling of being suspended in inky 
black space with no up or down. 
Surealistic white blobs of gelatinous 
material hung suspended motionless 
all around us. It was as though Sal- 
vador Dali has gone wild with his 
brush in the depths of space. 

The white blobs were from 1 to 10 
inches across and seemed to be made 
up of fine white lines with no par- 
ticular size, shape, or pattern. I doubt 
if there was enough light for photog- 
raphy even with a very fast film, but 
an artist could duplicate the sureal- 
istic effect with white ink on black 
paper. It was one of the ceriest feel- 
ings I have ever experienced. Just then 
a giant Mero that must have weighed 
800 Ibs. swam by about 40 feet below 
us. Although the water was black as 
night it was so clear you could almost 
count the scales. We didn’t have a 
compass, and had no idea which way 
the reef was. After swimming around

aimlessly for a while we finally gave 
up and surfaced. 

During the next few days we made 
several other attempts to locate what 
we had now begun to call “lost reef.” 
The only thing we succeded in find- 
ing was the blob barrier. On one of 
these dives we finally found the bot- 
tom at 150 feet. We followed the 
steep sloping sand towards shore, and 
just as we were running out of air we 
came to the reef. 

We were immediately surrounded by 
schools of large Pez Fuerte, which 
followed us part way to the surface. 
We took good bearings this time so 
we would be sure to find the spot 
again, and then headed towards the 
houseboat and home. 

The next day we dropped in the 
water directly over the reef, and by 
the time we were down to 50 feet the 
water was swarming with fish. The 
deeper we got the bigger the fish were. 


Fish ; 


By the time we were down within 
sight of the reef there were over |00 
Pez Fuerte swimming around us be- 
tween 100 and 180 pounds. It was so 
fantastic and unbelievable we both 
started laughing until our masks were 
full of water. We took color movies 
of the reef and fish, but the depth and 
lack of light was too adverse for any 
good results. 

Of all the fish we speared in this 
area one instance stands out above 
all the others. We had taken to spear- 
ing Pez Fuerte in the tail to get a 
longer and faster ride. I speared a 
180 pounder in this fashion, but in- 
stead of heading out to sea as they 
normally do, this one started swim- 
ming in fast tight circles around a 
pinnacle of rock about 20 feet hich. 
The first trip around he cut the 500 
lb. parachute cord, but instead of dis- 
appearing he kept circling the rock in 
ever faster circles. 

A huge Mero appeared out of the 
gloom and took up the chase a few 
feet behind the wounded fish. Around 
and around they went in 30 foot cir- 
cles. It takes a large Mero to swallow 
a 180 Ib. fish, but I’m sure this is what 
he had in mind. After six or eight 
trips around the Mullberry bush the 
Mero swam away. 

I had a .38 Cal. powerhead on a 
one foot handle with me that I used 
to make killing shots on big fish 
that holed up in caves, or to discour- 
age curious sharks if the occasion ever 
arose. I tied the projectile to the end 
of the broken line and the next time 
the Pez Fuerte came around within 
two feet of me I had him on the line 
again. Even after being hit with the 
powerhead he continued his circling 
and immediately broke the line again. 
He had all my equipment, so there 
was nothing left to do but surface. 

Dick, who has had more than his 
share of underwater excitement, was 
just as flabbergasted as I was when we 
reached the surface. For a while we 
were afrad to tell anyone the story as 
we knew what they would probably 
say.

JOHN GAFFNEY 


SDM’s Advertising Salesman John Gaffney was one of 
the hardest divers to interview for the Personality Spot- 
light feature .. . and he’s right here in the next office. 

John was so busy planning a big dive for black sea bass 
we could hardly get a question in sideways. 

John is one of the divingest divers you'll ever meet. 
He’s always the first in the water and generally back with 
a good size fish or lobster before the rest of the gang on 
board has even had a chance to get all their gear together 
and in the water. 

He started diving fourteen vears ago with a fish gig, 
mask and a pair of surplus fins off Belmont Pier, Long 
Beach, Calif., and hasn’t been dry since. He’s in the water 
every weekend and more often if possible. 

Spearfishing is his one big interest in the underwater 
world and as might be expected he has been active in 
competition. He has participated in almost every com- 
petition since 1955. In 1955 his team, the Long Beach 
Douglas ‘Tridents. took first at the Inter-America Cham- 
pionship, first at the SPAAU Eliminations, second at the 
SPAAU Finals and third at the Pacific Coast Champion- 
ship. His team competitive record for 1956 included a 
first place at the SPAAU Elimination, second at the finals 
and Pacific Coast Championship. Winner of the Cali- 
fornia Council of Diving Clubs Sheepshead and Lobster 
Derby in 1957, he copped first place in the SPAAU 
Eliminations, second in the finals and Pacific Coast 
Championship and took third largest fish at the Cham- 
pionship while diving with the Tridents team. In 1958 
with the Pescadores he took top aggregate at the SPAAU 
Eliminations and was one of the 35 potential world team

DIVERS EXAMINING BOARD 
of 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Canada’s most westerly province, 
British Columbia, with its long. rocky 
coast line, innumerable islands and in- 
land lakes. offers a great variety of 
diving conditions which are enjoved 
by an estimated 3000 divers through- 
out the province. In many areas, div- 


ing is on a vear-round hasis. 


Instruction has been available, com- 
mercially. at the club level. and 
through various public organizations. 
Nevertheless 
casualties associated with diving have 
unfortunately occurred. Aware of the 
growing popularity of diving in Brit- 


drownings and _ lesser 


ish Columbia, and concerned by the 
lack of training schools for the many 
needed instructors, plus the complete 
absence of a common, unified train- 
ing program for both instructors and 
beginners, a group of people, inter- 
ested in these particular problems re- 
lated to diving, attended a series of 
meetings at the Universtty of British 
Columbia in May 1959. This group 
was composed of members of the Uni- 
versity staff, diving instructors, indi- 
vidual diving club members. personnel 
of the British Columbia Council of 
Divers, and members of a proposed 
Underwater Safety Council. 

As a

The practical climination tests in 
Empire Pool, University of B. C. were 
attended by 25 divers. Eighteen divers 
applied for enrollment in the classes. 
Eight successfully completed the 
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course and graduated July 7, 1959. 

On that date, seven of the gradu- 
ates and an authorized representative 
of the University combined to form 
the Divers Examining Board of British 
Columbia. This Board operates under 
the joint auspices of the University 
and the British Columbia Council of 
Divers: purpose of the Board—“‘to in- 
struct, examine and license diving in- 
structors in the province of British 
Columbia.” 

A second course for diving instruc- 
tors was at once initiated. Since these 
courses might represent a departure 
from the usual procedure, we would 
like to describe them in some detail. 

Applicants are required to present 
a medical certificate of physical fit- 
ness. be over 21 years of age, have a 
minimum of two years diving experi- 
ence, and preferably, have instruction 
experience and be members of recog- 
nized diving clubs. A practical test in 
pool work, and a written entrance ex- 
amination are given. 
with the most 
basic of theory, and progress through 
a complete “snorkel course.” to the 
more advanced scuba sections. Some 


The classes begin 


biology and 
navigation are taught. Study is done 
from a_ selected course and other 
available material. plus lectures from 
instructors on more advanced subjects. 
Study notes are also supplied. 


oceanography, marine 


Pupils are appraised of the subjects 
to be dealt with one week in advance. 
During each theory session students 
draw lots for an assignment of sub- 
jects. Students then lecture in turn 
on their “assigned” subjects. Their 
delivery, knowledge of subject, com- 
pleteness of coverage and overall ef- 
fectiveness as instructors are judged 
by the remainder of the class and 
the instructors in charge. This method 
was adopted in the belief that the only 
criterion of a good instructor is the 
knowledge he can impart to his pupils. 
At the end of the period the instruc- 
tors sum up the work and correct any 


errors Or omissions. 


Classes are held one evening per 





week, and are divided between class. 
room theory and practical pool work, 
The pool work is designed to keep 
pace with, and to complement the 
class room development of theory. We 
believe that, whenever possible, basic 
theory should be demonstrated and 
proven by illustrations in the pool, 
Further, you are not able to demon- 
strate to others if you can not do it 
yourself. 

The classes continue for a period 
of four months. An intermediate ex- 
amination is given at the conclusion 
of the snorkle section of the course. 
This consists of a written examination 
and practical tests in the pool. A final 
theory examination and final practical 
tests are given at the conclusion of ‘he 
course. The British Columbia Council 
of Divers then examine the divers in 
local salt waters. Tests similar to the 
following are given: 


1. Locate and recover a body from a depth of 70 


feet and tow body 200 feet on surface in appro ved 
manner 
2. Free ascent from 50 feet with tank on bck 


and regulator mouthpiece removed from moth 
3. Descend to bottom at 50 feet, exchange 
with partner provided. 
4. With air tank shut off, swim 1,000 feet 
surface wearing scuba used in No. 1 and N 
Snorkel used. 


"5 


5. Snorkle dive from surface, recover sma 
jects from bottom in 30 feet of water, at least 10 
times in 20 minutes. 

6. In to‘al darkness, using one light sup; 
complete an obstacle course under and aro 
pilings, ete. Depth not less than 30 feet. Duration 
not less than 15 minutes. 


Divers supplied by the British Co- 
lumbia Council act as observers, safety 
men and judges. The decisions of the 
judges are final. Any applicants who 
fail to qualify may receive one more 
test at a later date. 

Graduates do not feel that their 
connections with the Board are ter- 
minated on completion of the cour 
Manvy of the resources of the Unive 


sitv and the British Columbia Council 
of Divers are available to all certifi- 
cate holders. Members of the Board 


constitute the Educational Committ: 
of the Council. The University stalf 
member represents the School of Phy 
ical Education of the University. All 
divers who successfully complete this 
course are invited to become pe 
manent members of the Board of 
Examiners. 

The outline from which instruction 
is given is as complete and authorit: 
tive as our resources can compil 
Nevertheless, realizing that the world 
wide fraternity of divers continual] 
contribute additional knowledge and 
new developments which must be in- 
corporated in any comprehensive out 
line for instruction, the course outlin¢ 
of the Board is of necessity under con 
stant review. The outline is issued ir 
loose-leaf form only. It is the inten 
tion of the British Columbia Counci 
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to supply excerpts from this outline 
as well as a complete course for gen- 
eral instruction to all affiliated clubs 
in the provinces. 

All members of the Examiners 
Board are active divers. Many of them 
are at present instructing. Some are, 
or have been commercial divers, and 
some have even done the seemingly 
necessary demolition work. The diving 
experience of the Board members 
totals a formidable number of years. 
But, we do not believe that we can 
attempt to speak with a voice of su- 
preme authority. However, we do wish 
to point out that all divers should be 
aware of unfavorable developments 
in certain areas. We have too many 
examples of restrictive legislation im- 
posed on amateur divers in districts 
where the activities of divers are mis- 
understood by an uninformed public, 
and, also, where diving has been con- 
ducted in an unorganized, uninstruct- 
ed and dangerous fashion. 

Today, diving equipment can be 
obtained almost everywhere. And, if 
the necessary instruction is not avail- 
able, accidents are more prone to oc- 
cur. First to be deplored is the injury 
and loss of life. This alone must be 
prevented at all cost. One solution to 
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this, we are sure, is to create more and 
better instructors wherever diving is 
undertaken. In addition, complete in- 
structions on safe diving must be sup- 
plied to everyone through the medium 
of publications which are read by all 
divers, and particularly the neophyte 
and the would-be-divers. 

Fortunately, in many districts, 
courses are supplied through the 
clubs, commercial organizations and 
other outlets. Some of these outlines 
are excellent, others are incomplete 
and somewhat out of date. It is in the 
interests of and diving 
everywhere that full support be given 
to all efforts which will supply the 
maximum number of qualified in- 
structors and an up-to-date standard- 
ized curriculum of study.

Wherever the majority of diving

craft was only 7800 feet from the bot- 
tom of the 37,800 feet deep trench. The 


two men decided to aim for the bottom 
despite the water oozing through the 
cracked porthole. Only one fish, a foot long 
sole, was sighted during the 20 minutes 
on the bottom of the trench

BALTIMORE, MARYLAND — Twenty- 
two divers assisted authorities in a search 
of Bear Creek for a .38 caliber pistol. The 
divers were unsuccessful in their first at- 
tempt, but plan future dives to seek the 
weapon used in a murder. 


VENICE, FLORIDA--A 63-year-old real 
estate saleswoman, Mrs. Iris Woolcock, 
claims a new fresh water depth record. 
She descended to a depth of 225 feet in 
Warm Mineral Springs. The dive was un- 
der the guidance of her instructor, William 
R. Royal. Mrs. Woolcock was partially 
crippled from arthritis and a broken back 
when she first came to Florida in 1941 and 
credits daily exercise and swimming as 
bringing her back to health. 


WRENTHAM, MASSACHUSETTS—The 
New England Scubaneers, who have vol- 
unteered their services to the civil defense 
units in the area, presented an under ice 
demonstration in Lake Archer. Several 
hours prior to the exhibition a pair of 
trousers filled with lead was submerged.

Recommended treat- 
nent is to soak the injured area in water 
s hot as the patient can stand for 30-60 
ninutes and should be started as soon as 
ossible. Cutting the wound and sucking 
n the manner of snake bite is recom- 
nended. A tourniquet may be used between 
he wound and the heart, however the 
rticle revealed that the latter treatment’s 
tlue is debatable. The patient should be 
iken to a hospital as possible 
for application of pain killers and treat- 
nent for secondary shock.

SKIN DIVING RULES 
AMATEUR COMPETITION 


IN 
UNDERWATER SPEARFISHING 

The sport of underwater spearfishing is a 
type of competitive skin diving in which the 
individual is equipped with face plate, foot fins 
and spear or spear gun and is completely sub- 
merged when the spear is used. 

The following rules apply both to Men’s and 
Women’s Divisions of Society Competitions except 
as otherwise noted. They shall also apply to both 
land based, boat based and ship based compe- 
tition except as specifically stated. 

Since local conditions such as tides, weather, 
water temperatures, visibility, fish species and 
size, conservation principles and legal regula- 
tions vary from area to area, these rules are 
designed to be flexible. They give the local or- 
ganizing or meet committee sufficient latitude 
to conduct a well-organized and safe meet. Final 
determination of such items as diving area, dura- 
tion, allowed fish specices, and the like should 
be made by the local committee within limita- 
tions of the following rules. 

The following rules will take precedent over 
all Local, State or Council Championships under 
the jurisdiction of the Underwater Society of 
America: 

1. OPTIONAL EQUIPMENT 

Snorkel, nose clip, knife, rubber suit, weighted 
belt, inflation type life preserver, standard cloth- 
ing, float, Divers Flag. 


2. SPEARGUNS AND SPEARS 
a. No CO2 guns. 
b. All spearguns or spears loaded by muscle- 
power of the contestants will be permitted. 
c. No detonating heads or power heads, or the 
use of chemicals for stunning or killing fish. 


d. Free spears allowed only in clear waters 
(safety). Decision up to Local Committee. 
e. Prior to actual competition, the Committee 


has the right to limit the length of the line 
attaching the spear to the gun depending on 
visibility at start of competition. 

f. Gaffs are permitted except where State Game 
and Fish Laws prohibit same. 

g. Any and all guns using either air or gas 
in their mechanisms will not be permitted. 


AGE LIMITATIONS 

No contestant shall be permitted to enter un- 
less he is sixteen years of age or over. If under 
twenty-one years of age, permission must be 
granted and a waiver of release signed by con- 
testant’s parents or legal guardian. All contest- 
ants over twenty-one years of age must also sign 
a waiver or release.

Inflatable life preservers may be 
used for life saving purposes only, with 
the exception of the Navy “twin-tube” type 
which may be used as a float. Divers may 
not use official or patrol boats except in 
case of illness or injury. 
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BOAT BASED: One boat equipped with 
outboard motor. Motor may be used to 
transport team members during competition 
unless prohibited by the Committee. Judge 
may not assist team me mbers in any way 
except in case of illness or injury.

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HIGH PRESSURE 
AIR CYLINDERS

t will corrode along a horizontal line 
on the inside lateral surface, leaving a 
eam of weakness the full length of 
the cylinder. Cylinders: should, there- 
fore, be stored in a vertical or stand- 
ng up position, especially in a rental 
business. The shell of the HP cylinder 
s thicker at the ends than in the 
middle. 

To guard against corrosion the diver 
hould be sure that his cylinders are 
ing charged with pure dry air and 
ilso that the cylinder valve is shut 
ff when the cylinder becomes empty. 
\ good way to dry a suspected HP 
vlinder without devalving it is to con- 
ect the HP cylinder to a vacuum 
sump that will evacuate down to ten 
nicrons. This pump will actually boil 
yut any residual condensate in the 
ylinder. 

There are several precautions re- 
garding cylinders which the diver can 
follow for his own safety as well as 
the safety of his associates. For one 
thing, cylinders while being charged 
should be immersed in a drum of 
water for three reasons—leaks made 
apparent, lower recompression tem- 
perature, and minimized hazard in 
case of explosion. Also, tapping a 
doubtful cylinder with a hammer will 
indicate a bad cylinder if the sound 
is dull or peculiar or if it sounds like 
somebody hammering on a wooden 

door. 

The lettering ICC3A around the 
neck of a cylinder indicates that the 
cylinder is a carbon or manganese 
steel alloy high pressure cylinder. 


ICC3AA indicates a high pressure 
chrome-moly or stainless alloy cylin- 
der; ICC3E indicates a high pressure 
special stainless alloy cylinder less than 
twelve inches long. ICC4L indicates a 
special liquid oxygen thermo cylinder. 
Equivalent Canadian markings for 
these HP cylinders are BTC and CRC. 
Most European cylinders are marked 
with numbers of atmospheres to 


charge to; for example, ATM. 200 
is equivalent to ICC3A3000 or ICC- 
3AA3000. 





Cylinders that have been heated 
above 500 dcz. F., welded on, or badly 
scarred or dented should never be 
charged. It is strictly against ICC 
regulations to drill into, and/or tap, 
or make any opening other than that 
already provided for by the original 
manufacturer in the wall or ends of 
an ICC class 3A, 3AA, or 3E HP cyl- 
inder. Never charge a cylinder if the 
hydrostatic test date is older than five 
years. Never charge with high pressure 
air a cylinder that is seam-welded or 
that has no ICC identification or rec- 
ognizable foreign marking. 

Usually found around the neck of 
most HP cylinders are these five sym- 
bols: (1) the ICC specification num-

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ber (ICC3A or ICC3AA, etc.) ; 
(2) the serial number, designated by 
the purchaser; (3) the inspection 
mark (where an ICC inspection is re- 
quired) ; (4) a symbol registered with 
the office of the Bureau of Explosives 
to identify owner or manufacturer; 
and (5) the date of the first hydro- 
static test. 


Let’s stretch our imaginations for a 
few minutes and picture a Jules Verne 
version of what the future generation 
will be using in the way of HP cyl- 
inders for diving. The future HP 
diving cylinder will be approximately 
3” in diameter by 20” long and weigh 
approximately 15 Ibs. fully charged. 
It will be charged to 50,000 PSI and 
contain 273.3 cu. ft. Average diving 
time will be 414% hours for this size 
cylinder. For longer diving periods a 
HP cylinder the same size as the pres- 
ent “seventy” will be used. This cyl- 
inder will also be charged to 50,000 
PSI and will contain 1750 cu. ft.. with 
an average diving time of 29 hours 
(consumption rate regarded as 1 


CFM 


The HP diving cylinder of the fu- 
ture will be charged not with ordinary 
high pressure air but with liquid air or 
a liquid oxygen and helium mixture. 
Provided will be a separate port by 
which the liquid can be poured direct- 
ly into the HP cylinder and weighed, 
this weight determining the pressure 
charge. As the temperature increases, 
re-vaporization takes place; and our 
HP cylinder will require the addition 
of a special mixer to insure that the 
proper balance exists between the re- 
vaporized oxygen and nitrogen (liquid 
air constituent) and/or helium. (On 
re-vaporizing liquid air by elevating 
the temperature, the nitrogen and 
oxygen boil off separately because of 
their different boiling points. Without 
the special mixer mentioned the diver 
would be breathing pure nitrogen for 
a while since nitrogen, having a lower 
boiling point, would boil off first.) 
The properly mixed air would then go 
through a two or three step reduction 
valve and from there to the diver’s 
regulator. Another method, which 
might possibly be utilized in the future, 
is to employ two small separate cyl- 
inders, one containing liquid oxygen 
and the other containing liquid nitro- 
gen or helium, for the breathing mix- 
ture. 


Another future addition might be 
a small third cylinder installed be- 
tween the two cylinders supplying 
breathing air. On the bottom of this 
third cylinder would be a jet exit to 
enable our diver to jet himself through 
the water—a combination Jules Verne 
and Buck Rogers. >»

My only chance was to 
paddle furiously with the wave, catch- 
ing it, and riding away from this 
crushing fall of water. I strained with 
every Ounce of power I could muster. 
I gained way, then suddenly the rear 
of the board lifted high as the wave 
reached me. As I leaped to my feet, 
I found that I was standing up in the 
front car of a roller coaster, going 
straight down! I had to turn quick 
or I would “take gas” at the bottom 
of the wave. I crouched low against 
the wind as I leaned my weight to 
one side of the board. I was blinded 
for a moment by spray, then I saw that 
the board was now parallel and I was 
riding away from the break. Faster, 
faster, my feet barely keeping contact 
to the narrow board. Thunder sounded 
just at my back as tons of water fell 
crashing down the wave. But no time 
to think of that. I was entering a new 
section of the wave that was very 
steep. The strong wind was actually 
holding the water up into an overhang 
at the top of this section. I had re- 
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gained altitude, so I steered into a 
steep dive. The water plunged for- 
ward just behind me, I had made an- 
other section. The thunder, the wind, 
and the speed all created an incom- 
parable feeling within me, it was the 
ride of a lifetime. I shouted out a wild 
animal scream as some primitive urge 
took hold. Then the wave threw out 
as it struck a submerged reef. I was 
going to get it, I was going to “take 
gas.” I filled my lungs full as the fold- 
ing wave struck me full on the side. 
I kicked the board hard to get it away 
from me. Then I doubled into a ball, 
my arms covering my head. After the 
initial blow I fell through space and 
into the water just in front of the ad- 
vancing avalanche of white foaming 
water.

Strong cur- 
rents rushed parallel to the shore and 
in places flowed in swift rivers out to 
sea, returning the water that was 
pushed over the reef by the waves. A 
strong wind blew offshore against the 
waves causing beautiful plumes of 
spray to lift high from their crests as 
they crashed forward. There was the 
surf we wanted. Puffy clouds rushed 
before the wind as we “waxed up,” 
rubbing rough layers of paraffin on the 








decks of our surfboards to prevent 
slipping. 

We entered the water and paddled 
out to where the waves were beginning 
to break. Several other surfers were 
sitting on their boards, waiting for a 
big one. 

Soon, a huge wave showed itself 
way “outside.” The surfers paddled 
about, getting into position to catch 
the wave. A wall of water that looked 
like the side of an apartment building 
moved toward us. Now the chips were 
down. I judged that it would break 
just about where I was, and that I 
could catch it. I turned my board so 
it was aimed shoreward. The wave 
just behind me now. The sound of it 
made the hair on the back of my neck 
stand on end. Advancing toward the 
beach at twenty-five knots, into a wind 
of twenty-five knots, made a fifty knot

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wind roaring up the face of the wave. 
This roar, and the hissing sound of 
water being blown off the thin crest 
was very disturbing to me. I looked 
1p at the crest where already the giant 
plume of spray was formed. It was 
breaking! My only chance was to 
paddle furiously with the wave, catch- 
ing it, and riding away from this 
crushing fall of water. I strained with 
every Ounce of power I could muster. 
I gained way, then suddenly the rear 
of the board lifted high as the wave 
reached me. As I leaped to my feet, 
I found that I was standing up in the 
front car of a roller coaster, going 
straight down! I had to turn quick 
or I would “take gas” at the bottom 
of the wave. I crouched low against 
the wind as I leaned my weight to 
one side of the board. I was blinded 
for a moment by spray, then I saw that 
the board was now parallel and I was 
riding away from the break. Faster, 
faster, my feet barely keeping contact 
to the narrow board. Thunder sounded 
just at my back as tons of water fell 
crashing down the wave. But no time 
to think of that. I was entering a new 
section of the wave that was very 
steep. The strong wind was actually 
holding the water up into an overhang 
at the top of this section. I had re- 
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gained altitude, so I steered into a 
steep dive. The water plunged for- 
ward just behind me, I had made an- 
other section. The thunder, the wind, 
and the speed all created an incom- 
parable feeling within me, it was the 
ride of a lifetime. I shouted out a wild 
animal scream as some primitive urge 
took hold. Then the wave threw out 
as it struck a submerged reef. I was 
going to get it, I was going to “take 
gas.” I filled my lungs full as the fold- 
ing wave struck me full on the side. 
I kicked the board hard to get it away 
from me. Then I doubled into a ball, 
my arms covering my head. After the 
initial blow I fell through space and 
into the water just in front of the ad- 
vancing avalanche of white foaming 
water. It was a moment of hell as I 
was thrown one way, then the other as 
if I was in a giant automatic washing 
machine. 

In a few seconds the tumbling eased 
and I fought my way to the surface. 
There was so much air in the water 
that I had to keep swimming hard to 
stay afloat. I began to gasp in air in 
readiness for the next wave, which 
was breaking and coming at me. I 
could see the surfers shooting across 
the wave. Then it was time to dive. 
Just before the “white water” reached 









me I swam down perhaps twenty feet 
and leveled off. The rumbling grew 
louder as this second wave approached. 
In spite of my blurred vision, I could 
see the front wall of white water com- 
ing at me underwater. I was, just be- 
low the turbulence, but was buffeted 
as it passed overhead. It was just as if 
the lights were suddenly turned out. 
Pitch black darkness surrounded me. 
The rumble above slowed and I fought 
my way into and through the rough 
water to the surface. Between waves 
I swam toward the beach, and, after 
battling the near shore currents, made 
the beach. My board was caught in 
the rip current and swept out to sea. 
A friend retrieved it for me and I was 
soon back out to sea waiting for an- 
other “big one.” 

By the edge of the sea I sit to watch 
the end of the day. Embers glow red 
in our fire pit, reminders of good food 
appreciated by hungry surfers. The 
hustle and push of life seems far 
away now. I have heard it said that 
a man counts his worries by the num- 
ber of keys he carries in his pockets. 
Few surfers have even pockets. >»

In a matter of seconds the plane was 
on the bottom again with her belly in 
the mud. A black bag streaming its 
orn grommets, bobbed to the surface. 

The sun was low against the west as 
were the divers’ spirits. It was decided 
to try once more in the morning. 

When the Atlantis returned to the 
pier the next day, she was towing four 
255 gallon oil drums, the kind used in 
homes for oil storage. These should do 
the trick together with a bag that was 
still intact and inflated under one wing. 

Operation oil drum was a flop. As 
soon as the compressor started, the 
drum seams ruptured. The pump was 
too fast. Incompressible water, unable 
to escape fast enough, burst the tanks. 
The plane could be raised. That much 
was known. But how? If only there 
were some decent bags. 

Divers started drifting away, getting 
dressed and looking disgustedly at that 
big white elephant shining under the 
surface. They felt they would never be 
rid of it. Then some new bags arrived. 
They were small but they were bags. 
And there were several of them. Per- 
haps there was still a chance, but time 
was running out. 

It was dark again as the reluctant 
divers got re-suited and the flood lights 
came on. The little bags were quickly 
tied around the plane. Soon com- 
pressed air began to flow. The bags 
were too small and not made for the 
job. They soon developed high pressure 
leaks. Once again time had_ been 
wasted. 

It was 10 P.M. two hours to dead- 
line. To hell with it. Let’s go home. 

Two days passed and on Tuesday 
word was received that the mayor’s of- 
fice would wait one more week. But 
that was definitely all. In desperation 
a new plan of action was hit upon and 
two hundred used inner tubes were 
bought. 

Saturday morning, the Atlantis was 
moored by the plane, her afterdeck a 
mass of inner tubes. Pairs of divers be- 
gan to pack the fuselage with tubes, in- 
flating them as they went along. Time 
below the water was limited, for de- 
spite wet suits, it was bitter cold in the 
close compartments. Several men suf- 
fered from claustrophobia as the tubes 
began to swell and fill the crowded 
spaces. Care had to be taken that the 
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tubes didn’t shift and block the exits 
and trap the divers. 

As the day progressed, and more and 
more tubes were fed into that huge 
body, she began to move a little with 
every swell. Slowly, oh so slowly, the 
radar dome emerged. When about 
twenty-five tubes remained, the plane 
tore loose from the bottom and broke 
water. 

It was up. It was up! And this time 
for good. 

The tail had not risen with the rest 
of the body, and the remaining tubes 
were stuffed into the tail assembly. 
That did it! She floated like a cork. 
The Atlantis picked up a line attached 
to the tail and with divers squatting on 
the wings, like a bunch of seagulls, be- 
gan to tow the plane out into the bay. 

An escort of Coast Guard and Police 
boats closed in as the Atlantis slid 
around to the nose of the plane and 
started to maneuver it forward toward 
a point of rock. Behind that point lay 
the beach where this contrary mam- 
moth of a machine was to be pulled 
ashore. But fate had one more dirty 
trick in store. 

It was getting dark. As the light 
failed, a bank of fog closed in, hiding 
the shore. For fifteen or twenty min- 
utes it lay over the water in thick lay- 
ers, then began to wisp away as swiftly 
as it came. In order to navigate the 
dredged channel it was necessary to 
pass close to the rocks. In the misty 
dark they looked close, real close. 

That night the plane was left 
stranded on a sand bar just off the 
beach. Overheated by the long trip, the 
gears of the Atlantis jammed. It was 
impossible to move the plane any 
further that night. 

In the morning the local Police De- 
partment was deluged with calls about 
a plane that had crashed in the lake. 
Traffic along Lake Shore Drive was 
stalled, and the small beach was 
crowded with spectators. 

The PBM was protestingly pulled 
off the bar and up to the beach, where 
it lay like some giant white beast. A 
crane pulled it completely out of the 
water. It is still there, as of this writing, 
awaiting repairs so it can fly again, and 
maybe sink ? 

Who knows? >»

COLD WATER RETRIEVE 
By A. L. CSAPO 


On January 21, 1960, Del Kelly and 
I made a 51 foot dive through 1 
feet of ice to the bottom of Mirond 
Lake, near Pelican Narrows, Saskat- 
chewan. We attached a 71% inch cable 
to the D-4 “Cat” which had broken 
through the ice and sank while on a 
freight haul. 

John Highmoor, owner of the trac- 
tor train, chartered a bush plane to 
fly us and our gear to the lake. The 
temperature on the wing strut of the 
plane read zero degrees. We put our 
suits on in the plane. Kelly wore a dry 
suit, with woolens underneath; I wore 
a Y% inch foam neoprene wet suit. The 
cold on the hands was almost unbear- 
able while we worked to secure the 
cable to the “A” frame of the “Cat.” 
We would have attached the cable to 
the hitch, but it was buried in the 
muck. 

After the job was done and we had 
come to surface, the zero weather and 
a cold wind caused Kelly’s mask to 
freeze to his whiskers;. my rubber 
gloves froze to my finger tips as we 
ran the hundred yards to the waiting 
plane. 

We learned a lot about diving from 
this experience, especially what to 
wear in cold water. We agreed that 
anyone diving through the ice should 
have a good strong safety rope fas- 
tened to him or her. An underwater 
lamp such as we used is also helpful, 
and foam neoprene gloves, which we 
did not have, unfortunately, and a 
good heated tent near the hole. 

By the way, the tractor was re- 
covered and is back on the job again, 
freighting on the same route. >»

We surfaced, after five minutes of 
decompression at 10 feet for added 
safety factor. The nearest navy recom- 
pression chamber is well over 100 miles 
from Lost Spring and we could not 
afford to take any chances with a case 
of the bends. 

By ten o'clock we were rested 
enough to begin carrying our empty 
tanks, and camping gear, back to our 
car. After our first round trip we left 
camp again with a full load of equip- 
ment which we loaded into the car. We 
then drove 20 miles to the nearest town 
for a good lunch, after which we re- 
turned to Lost Spring carrying our two 
last double tank blocks for our last 
deep dive. 

At 3:30 p.m. we, having put on 
our gear, including double tank lungs, 
started our last dive of this seri¢ 
Gene and I reached room #2 in about 
three minutes in what we call a 
“crash dive.” We conserve air by 
descending rapidly, in order to reach 
greater depths safely. 

From room #2 we followed a large 
corridor almost straight down to a 
depth of 270 feet. At 270 feet we found 
a sand bottom and at that point the 
tunnel appeared to lead several hun- 
dred feet without deepening appreci- 
ably. The effects of nitrogen narcosis 
were obviously bothering Gene, who 
had never even approached this depth 
before. I decided that we had better 
use discretion as the better part of 
valor and signaled to Gene to surface. 

The swim to the surface was fast 
and uneventful and the decompres- 
sion was no more boring than usual. 
If you can imagine spending an hour 
in a driving, windy, rain, at near 
freezing temperatures, with only a 
shirt and trousers for warmth then you 
can pretty well picture our discomfort 
during our decompression times. 

After an hour of decompression, we 
surfaced, swam our float ashore, and 
loaded up for our trek back to the car. 
We stopped to rest repeatedly as a re- 
sult of our tremendous loads. We each 
were carrying loads of about 125 Ibs. 

Gene and I reloaded the car and 
headed for Atlanta. Our trip had 
been successful beyond our wildest 
hopes. We had found many fine sou- 
venirs, Gene had bested the old record 
of 260 feet for cave diving and I had 
been within 30 feet of my own record. 

We arrived in Atlanta at 4 a.m. and 
“sacked out” at my house, of neces- 
sity. Our last words before we slept 
was a promise that we should return 
to Lost Spring—and soon! >»

The Dolphins raised a seaplane 
from the 85 foot level at Cass Lake in 1959 
and also made several dives as a club in 
Florida. So, as the first club of the month, 
the MSDC extends congratulations to the 
Dolphin Diving Club of Detroit, Inc. 

Once again it is the sad duty of this 
column to report on a tragic accident 
which occurred in Michigan. On January 
22, 1960, Robert A. Johnson, 19, drowned 
beneath the ice of Muskegon Lake while 
experimenting with a new diving suit. This 
reporter is familiar with the mishap only 
through the coverage in the local papers 
but it was evident that some very basic 
diving rules were violated. The diver in 
this case did not have his safety line ade- 
quately secured at the surface and upon 
running the line taut it was jerked from 
the hands of the person who was tending 
it and the diver was unable to surface be- 
cause he could not locate his port of entry. 
The diver also entered the water, through 
the ice, alone with no stand-by diver top- 
side. Let these examples draw our attention 
to the fact that even the slightest bit of 
carelessness can be fatal. All divers please 
take note and remember: DO NOT DIVE 
ALONE!

On the license bill, the lobstermen agreed 
to a compromise in which some features of 
their proposal would be combined with 
features of the bill filed by the Massachu- 
setts Council. 

The only fly in the ointment came when 
the lobstermen’s lobbyist said he opposed 
spearfishing in any form “because I feel 
spear guns are too dangerous.” 

But divers of the state weren’t out of the 
seaweed yet. The legislative committee met 
in executive session to decide what they 
should recommend to the main body of the 
Legislature. Rep. John A. Davis, minority 
whip in the House of Representatives at 
the State House, thought divers should be 
limited in the number of lobsters they could 
legally catch. He favored no limit on the 
commercial lobstermen. But he favored the 
same $10 license fee for both groups. 

It took some fast legwork and a number 
of phone calls to get that one straightened 
out. Again it was Feinberg and Tierney 
who bore the brunt of the work. They had 
it out with Davis in the lobby of the House. 

Eventually the committee recommended 
the bills “ought to pass.’ One bill sailed 
through both branches of the Legislature 
and thé other—on license fees—was still 
under consideration at this writing. 

The 1960 election of council officers saw 
Harold Jillson of the Fitchburg Skin Divers 
elected president to succeed Dick Myers of 
the Worcester Frogmen. 

Other winning candidates were Steve 
Labadini of Middlesex Divers, re-elected 
vice-president; George Smith and Geoff 
Lussier, both of the Lowell Underwater 
Explorers, re-elected secretary and _ treas- 
urer respectively; Bill Golden of the Massa-

President Oscar Asturias has appointed 
A. F. Giddings, Jr., president of the Marin 
Skin Divers Club, as chairman of a com- 
mittee to set up rules and judging for an 
annual award to be presented for under- 
water photography. 

John Tahti, membership chairman, re- 
ports that he is swamped with inquiries 
and applications. Latest additions to the 
Cen-Cal Council are the Castle Scuba 
Club, Box 443, Atwater, and the Sea 
Knights of Alameda. 

Watch for dates to be announced by 
the Council of fresh water contests and 
the spearfishing for rough fish such as carp 
and suckers. These contests will be in co- 
operation with the California Fish and 
Game Department to help eliminate trash 
fish from inland waters. The Aqua Knights 
of McClellan Field and the Feather River 
Divers of Yuba City will sponsor these 
events. 

The Moby Dicks of Richmond recently 
returned from their annual diving trip 
in Mexico and reportedly got plenty of 
lobsters and saw lots of big fish, but no 
sharks. Back home again, while diving 
at the Farallon Islands, they got chased 
by a persistent shark, who, mush to its 
indignation, got poked in the nose by 
Roger Chung with his speargun, and 
only then did the harassed Chung manage 
to scramble up in a waiting boat to safety. 

Council President Oscar Asturias has 
mailed a questionnaire to all known clubs 
in the Cen-Cal area. The idea is to open 
up the means of communication between 
clubs and among individuals. In a letter 
accompanying the questionnaire Oscar 
points out that skin divers heve common 
interests and problems, even if they 1ep- 
resent such divergent groups as shell 
hounds, spearfishermen, abalone pryers, 
gold miners, photographers, biologists, and 
underwater archaeologists. Adverse legisla- 
tion aimed at one group can hurt all. 

Outside of “Skin Diver Magazine,” there 
is no way to reach the individual diver. 
And if you want to reach him in a hurry, 
there are three possible lines of com- 
munication. You can write him direct—if 
you have his address; you can post a notice 
in the shop where he buys his gear—if 
you know where it is; or you can publish 
an item in his local newspaper—if you 
know what he reads. 

The questionnaire is principally designed 
to get this information, so that communi- 
cations could be established. Any club 
which cooperates in the survey will, of 
course, have access to all information 
gained. 

Clubs which did not receive the question- 
naire, or mislaid their copy, may get one 
from the Cen-Cal Secretary, 338 Beach 
Road, Alameda, Calif.

In regard to point #1, Dave Ditt::an 
has been appointed to speak for the council 
in business of the Underwater Society of 
America. Until we have sufficient money 
in the treasury we are handicapped on 
point #2 to send people to speak our 
mind. We will compile a list of representa- 
tives of this area. With this list we can 
express ourselves, at least by mail. 

Of course, the council is a part of the 
local scene now, but I don’t think it © oes 
enough for the local divers. Our pure air 
paper is the type of help they need. There 
are more things on which the council can 
work. Some of these are lung spearine of 
black sea bass, beach access, water pollu- 
tion, and more. I propose to have stand- 
ing committees working on these points. 

In smoothing up some of the rough ecges 
of the council I believe we need to incor- 
porate, revise our constitution, simplify our 
dues system, bring up to date our station- 
ery, brochures, etc. To aid these points 
people and money will need to be raised. 
Talented people cannot be utilized without 
money and conversely money is no good 
unless people put it to use. Money can 
be raised from organized and disorganized 
divers, diving shops, and diving gear man- 
ufacturers. Shops and manufacturers have 
a vital interest in what happens to diving 
as a sport. Therefore, I believe they should 
contribute to a group watching over and 
helping the divers. If we can make people 
aware of what could happen to their sport, 
I’m sure they will be willing to devote 
some of their time for their own protection. 

All divers are welcome to come to our 
meetings and express themselves on any 
issues or bring up new issues. But the 
privilege of voting on issues will be limited 
to the people or clubs willing to support 
the council with money as well as talk 

Throughout these next two years I will 
have to make some decisions for the coun- 
cil, but will do this only when an element 
of time or other circumstances make it 
impossible for me to have the council de- 
cide on these matters. 

Meetings will be held once a month, 
but in the near future when most of our 
major problems have been solved we plan 
to meet every other month unless we have 
something cooking. By having meetings 
every other month, we will be able to do 
some diving instead of just talking about it. 

These remarks may sound like a cain- 
paign speech. Well, it is. Of course, I 


don’t need your votes now, I already have 


them. Now what I am campaigning for is 
your work and money. These remarks were 
made at our last council meeting. The 
turnout was so poor that I am putting 
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them in the council report to let the divers 
of the L.A. area know my views.

The last few weeks have been a verita- 
ble avalanche of activity within the many 
clubs of Rhode Island, as all the member 
clubs of the Federated Sports Clubs of 
R. I. make ready for the first major sports 
show in the state in many years. The en- 
tire facilities of the largest ballroom in the 
state, Rhodes on the Pawtuxet will echo 
the footsteps of all the sports enthusiasts 
of the country’s “Littlest State.”

A novel approach to the usual tank dis- 
play will be attempted by inserting full 
grown sand sharks to swim around with 
the divers during the demonstrations. With 
special aeriation of the water it is expected 
that the fish will be kept alive for quite 
some time. Advance experiments with 
the technique indicate that it is quite 
practical. 

One of the Council’s clubs will disnlay 
many of its mementos from last fall’s dives 
to the sunken German U-boat off the 
famous summer resort of Block Island. 
Some of the items to be disnlayed will 
be the periscope, a one-man life raft and 
a steel plate from this last sub sank during 
the European phase of World War II. 

Another club which specializes in the 
study of marine life will put on a demon- 
stration with a large fish previously pre- 
pared with plastic interior parts. Still an- 
other club will put on a display built 
around safety in diving and conduct a se- 
ries of talks on safe diving practices. 

Preparations for this great sports event 
have kept the Council headquarte rs really 
jumping. Special delegates meetings and 
cross telephone calls to verify planning 
have kept our very able secretary really 
hopping. V. P. Walt Blackinton of the 
newly organized Snorkel Snorters Club is 
the Committee Chairman for the Sports 
Show activities and really has his hands 
full but is doing his usual fine job. 

Two new and active clubs have been 
added to the Council’s roles since our last 
report; the Snorkel Snorters and the West- 
erly Blue Fins.

fense and Rescue Team (all members are 
Deputy Sheriffs) activities, securing all 
equipment from a wire litter to a set of 
two-way radios. ; 

For those who have never dived with us 
or have never been in Lake Tahoe or the 
20-odd lakes in our area; the most striking 
quality is the 150 to 200 foot visibility.

Sociedad Venezolana de Investigacions 
Submarinas—Caracas — Reporter Alfredo 
Velez B.—The Venezuelan Society of Sub- 
marine Research is a private organization 
sponsored and with the full support of the 
Venezuelan Navy, and also the Merchant 
Marine, the Central University of Caracas 
and the Natural Science Museum. 


The Society was organized in depart- 
ments and subdivided in sections in which 
the following sciences are represented: 
archaeology, biology, oceanography, div- 
ing, underwater photography, etc. The 
chiefs of the departments form the Direc- 
tive Council which is headed by the presi- 
dent, Venezuelan Navy Captain Francisco 
Lares: vice-president, Commander L. Nava, 
and Alfredo Velez as secretary general. 


Projects presented by the different de- 
partments are considered and _ priority 
given to the most important or feasible 
ones. Transportation for the expeditions is 
provided by the Navy, Merchant Marine 
and in some cases by the Air Force. 


One of our most important achievements 
was this past October when members of 
the Society discovered the 74 gun man-of- 
war wreck of the San Pedro Alcantara, a 
Spanish ship sunk by an explosion off the 
shores of the Island of Coche, Venezuela, 
in 1815. Two of the cannons, weighing 
two and one-half tons each were raised 
from the 75-foot depths. Also pieces of 
the wooden structure was recovered. Two 
large anchors and a large part of the ship 
still lie on the ocean floor. We plan to 
raise this on our next expedition in 
July. =

On January 21 and 22 our club went 
below two inches of ice to test rubber suits 
and new equipment. Everyone had full 
suits except one determined member who 
had just a 3/16” shirt. He braved the cold 
water and came out with no ill-effects. 


From this dive we learned that ice- 
busting-with-heads is unnecessary, and 
gloves and picks are essential. We plan to 
make a night dive in the near future. = 


Kentucky... 


Kentuckiana Scuba Divers, Inc.—Louis- 
ville—Reporter Gene E. Yost—We have 
been in existence for two years and re- 
cently gained a chapter club in Branden- 
burg. This is only the beginning in en- 
couraging new clubs throughout the state 
of Kentucky and Southern Indiana. 


Our activities have included the club’s 
annual outing at Lake Cumberland, Ken- 
tucky, furnishing rescue divers last year 
for the boat races at Madison, Indiana, 
Regatta. In the underwater recovery de- 
partment, hardly a week goes by without 
a request for our help. Thus far we have 
made two successful body recoveries. The 
following are some of the recovered items: 
two railroad gondolas, four automobiles, 
three boats, three outboard motors, several 
tons of railroad rails, and a set of false 
teeth.

When the lakes freeze 
over we chop through the ice and dive 
as usual. New members are welcomed and
